ANNOUNCEMENT 


St, Luke’s is a general hospital, organized in 1871 under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Church; but no distinction is 
made between the various nationalities or creeds, its doors 
being open to all. Patients are allowed every facility for 
receiving the consolation of their own churches. 

The hospital is situated on Valencia Street, near the junc- 
tion of Mission Street, surrounded by well-kept grounds. It 
is free from the cold winds, fog and noise of other portions 
of the city, while at the same time easily accessible by the 
Valencia Street cars, which pass the door; also by the Mission 
Street line and the San [‘rancisco and San Mateo electric 
cars, which pass within a block. 

The corps of Attending Physicians and Surgeons is com- 
posed of men of known reputation and ability. 

The members of the House Staff are also thoroughly effi- 
cient and attentive to their duties. 

The Directors desire especially to bring St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital to the notice of patients from a distance who may desire 
special treatment from surgeons or physicians in the city. 
Such persons can be accommodated as in a hotel, yet have the 
care and comfort of a home, and have their own physicians 
and nurses if desired, 

St. Luke’s Hospital cares for three classes of patients: In 
the first class are those who are able to pay the hospital 
charge for board, nursing and medicines, but are unable to 
pay for the services of a physician or surgeon; in such cases 
medical attendance is furnished by the hospital. The second 
class consists of private patients who select their own physi- 
cians or surgeons (who may be members of the attending 
staff or not), and who come to the hospital for the accommo- 
dations it affords. The third class is composed of those who 
are unable to pay anything to the hospital, and are admitted 
to the free beds. 

All kinds of acute, curable and non-contagious diseases are 
treated in the hospital. Chronic and incurable complaints 
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may be received and retained at discretion, but will not be 
permanently provided for. No patients are admitted suffer- 
ing from any ailment that would occasion discomfort to other 
patients. 

All reputable physicians and surgeons are invited to send 
their patients to the hospital, where they may attend them 
without fear of interference, but the hospital reserves the 
right to refuse cases from any physician or surgeon, for any 
reason that the hospital may deem sufficient. 

Patients sent into the hospital by physicians not on the 
hospital staff cannot be treated by any member of the hos- 
pital staff except by special request from the doctor sending 
the patient into the hospital. The Board of Directors desire 
to extend every hospitality to the physicians of the com- 
munity at large, and to assure them every attention and 
courtesy from the resident executive and medical staff. ‘Their 
orders will receive the same attention as those of the reg- 
ularly appointed visiting staff. . Many conveniences which 
add greatly to the efficacy of the hospital work are being 
installed from time to time, and a most satisfactory service 1s 
guaranteed to any physician or surgeon treating his patients 
here, 

Complete records are kept of every patient from admission 
to discharge, to enable those physicians and surgeons who so 
desire to obtain ready reference to their cases. 

The building is new and modern and the different depart- 
ments have been well equipped with the latest and best 
apparatus for scientific treatment and for the comfort of the 


patients.

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CHARGES 


The above charges include board, lodging and the attention 
of a nurse on general duty and must be paid weekly in ad- 
vance. Over-payments will be refunded, but when the serv- 
ice is for less than a week the daily rate will be charged, 
which is higher in proportion than the weekly rate. 

The maternity rates include the delivery room and the 
babies’ clothes and laundry while in the hospital. 

The full rate is charged for a fraction of a day. 


EXTRA CHARGES 


Nurses—For graduate nurses the charge must be arranged 
between the patient and nurse directly. A graduate nurse 
charges $30.00 per week and up. The Hospital charges $1.00 
per day for the board of graduate nurses. 

Medicines and Dressings—Proprietary and compounded 
medicines, serums and excessively expensive medicines will 
be charged for. Excessive quantities of dressings or special 
dressings other than those ordinarily used in the Hospital 
will also be charged for. 

X-Ray Work—Charges for X-Ray work vary from $5.00 
to $30.00. The plates are the property of the Hospital. 
Duplicates or prints may be obtained. 

Operating. Room—The charge for the use of the operating 
room is from $5.00 up, depending on the time consumed and 
the nature of the operation. An extra charge is made for 
gas anaesthesia and for special anaesthetists. 

Hydrotherapeutic Treatments—Charges for treatments in 
the Hydrotherapeutic Department vary from $1.00 to $5.00 
per treatment. 

Pathological Examinations—Ordinary pathological exam- 
inations of blood, urine, sputum, feces, etc., will not be 
charged for. The following class of examinations, however, 
will be charged for—Histological examinations of tissues, 
Wasserman reaction, examinations requiring the inoculation 
of Guinea pigs, autogenous vaccines, etc.

Professional Fees—The professional fee must be arranged 
between the patient and the physician or surgeon and is not 
included in the Hospital charge. 


VISITORS 


Visiting Hours—Visitors are admitted to the wards between 
2:00 and 5:00 p.m. and 7:00 and 9:00 p. m. 

Relatives and friends will not be permitted to remain in 
the Hospital over night except by special permission from 
the Superintendent, when they will be assigned to a room 
and charged a special rate. 


NOTES 


Laundry—The personal laundry of the patients will not 
be done by the Hospital laundry. 

Contagious Diseases —No case of a contagious nature will, 
under any circumstances, be admitted to the Hospital. 

Gifts—Under the rules of the Hospital, no member of the 
House Staff, Nurse or Employee, is allowed to receive any 
compensation or gift from any patient, unless authorized to 
do so by the Executive Committee. 

Valuables—The Hospital will not be responsible for money 
or valuables, unless deposited in the office. 
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ENDOWMENTS 


St. Luke’s has been most magnificently endowed with 
buildings and grounds but most sadly needs endowments for 
the free treatment of patients in order to accomplish more 
of the charity work for which the Hospital was founded and 
which it is called upon to do in ever increasing amounts. 
The sum of fifteen thousand dollars will endow a bed in the 
wards in perpetuity. Thirty thousand dollars endows a 
private room bed in perpetuity. 

A careful estimate has been made, and the income from 
these endowments provide for the beds being occupied every 
day of the year. 

Endowments of any amount will be gladly received and 
service will be rendered yearly to the extent of the earning 
capacity of the amount donated and in strict conformity 
with the wishes of the donors. 

Each one thousand dollars at five per cent interest will 
provide $50.00 worth of free care each year. 

Patients occupying any endowed or partly endowed beds, 
do so with the understanding that they are to be treated by 
the members of the Visiting Staff of the Hospital.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


To the Members of the Corporation 
of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: This annual meeting marks the closing of 
another year in the work of the Hospital and it is encouraging 
to note that our progress. has been uninterrupted. The 
number of: patients cared for during the year ending Septem- 
ber 30th, 1917, has exceeded that of any year in our history 
and the amount of free work done during the year also shows 
a creditable advance. Our buildings and grounds have been 
maintained in first class condition and the service in the insti- 
tution has never been of higher standard. 

The Board of Directors decided during the year to make 
one more attempt to obtain a water supply from our own 
land and so a new well was put down near the corner of 
Valencia and Duncan streets. It is highly gratifying to 
announce that a fine flow of excellent water was struck in 
this well with the result that from this and the old wells 
which furnish a small supply, we now obtain all the water we 
are using. Since June 18th we have used no water from the 
City system, resulting in a monthly saving of approximately 
$250.00. 

The various annual reports today submitted to you will 
best show the details of the work of the Hospital for the 
year. 

I take pleasure in announcing to you the following gifts 
during the year. One gift of one thousand dollars towards 
the endowment of a free bed, which the donors hope to add 
to; these donors desire, for the present as least, to remain 
unknown. One gift of one thousand dollars from Mrs. J. 
Hull Browning of Tenafly, New Jersey, towards the endow- 
ment of a free bed, “‘the income to be used to assist the needy 
sick;’’ and one gift, also from Mrs. Browning, of an additional 
incubator for our maternity department. 

The daily average number of patients for the year has been 
122, against 109 for the preceding year. 
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The total number of patients treated during the year was 
3957, as against 3559 for 1916, and as against 1761 for 1913, 
the first year of occupancy of our new buildings; showing 
an increase of 125 per cent in four years. 

The number of days of hospital care during the past year 
was 44509, as against 39994 for 1916 and 22429 in 1913. 

The number of days of hospital care has been steadily 
progressive as follows: 1911, 19853; 1912, 22370; 1913, 22429; 
1914, 27588; 1915, 33510; 1916, 39994; 1917, 44509. 

The number of days of free work during the past year was 
2854, as compared with 860 six years ago. 

Relations in all departments have been harmonious and 
appreciation of the efforts of our co-workers is hereby re- 
corded.

The securities were verified by actual count at the Crocker 
vaults on October 22nd. All the bonds, as enumerated on 
the Balance Sheet are on hand, and in addition, two bonds 
purchased during October; one Southern California Gas Co. 
bond, belonging to the consolidated Bed Fund, and one San 
Joaquin Light and Power Co. bond belonging to the J. Hull 
Browning Bed Fund. It will be noted that the investments 
of the Sinking Fund have been doubled; they were $7,945.00 
at the end of last year, and are now $15,865.00. 

The Savings Banks balances are supported by letters from 
the banks certifying to their correctness.

This balance is not supported by a trial balance of the 
Patients’ Ledger as it should be. The change of system in 
the hospital accounts, as outlined in the letter to Dr. Dorr 
accompanying my last year’s report was not carried out in 
this respect. The obstacle is a physical one, your Cashier 
is overworked and has not the time to list and verify the 
monthly balances. I would urge that if it is necessary to 
employ an assistant, that such help be given the cashier, as 
the correctness of your accounts is very essential in this 
particular. Your losses in past. years have averaged 4 per 
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cent of the earnings. This would mean $749.20 of the bal- 
ance of $18,729.92 is uncollectible. This amount should be 
deducted from the profits, and a Reserve for Bad Debts 
Account credited, but I am told that it does not represent 
the total amount due from patients by several thousand dol- 
lars. It would be useless for me to list such balances, if no 
attempt were made to keep the work up by listing the balances 
every month, but if you approve of my suggestion, and ap- 
point an assistant, I will be glad to see the record is started 
correctly. There probably are some advance payments by 
patients included in the cash receipts, which should also be 
dealt with in a different manner to that which now obtains. 


Cash—The balances in the commercial banks have been 
verified by certificates from the banks direct. The balance 
in the Crocker National Bank included $1,000.00, invest- 
ment cash of the J. Hull Browning Fund, with which a bond 
has since been purchased. Cash in transit represents account 
current transfers from the Hospital to the Treasurer, not 
received in time for the latter’s accounts, September 30th. 


Inventories—I have accepted as correct the inventories 
signed by the storekeeper of stores on hand. I inspected 
the storeroom and found it efficiently managed. 


Prepaid Insurance—This represents the unearned propor- 
tion of three-year policies, and constitutes an advance on 
future expenses. 


Endowment Funds—Two new funds of $1,000.00. each have 
been received during the year, viz: the ‘‘M’’ Bed Fund and 
the J. Hull Browning, Jr. Bed Fund. - Bishop Nichols’ Bed 
Fund is increased from $1,800.00 to nearly $2,000.00 and 
there are small increases in St. Luke’s Church and Trinity 
Church Bed Funds. 


. Accounts Payable—Represents audited vouchers at the 
Hospital for September supplies and salaries which are paid 
in October. . 


Sur plus—$28,811.42: Being a charitable institution, you 
are not in business to make profits, and whilst this represents 
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accumulated earnings of this and the past two or three years, 
it will be recalled that in 1906, $17,000 was received by the 
Red Cross Funds and $25,000 from the N. Y. Chamber of 
Commerce. Your Treasurer has well in mind the obligation 
to.re-build the Sinking Fund to its original $42,000 and as the 
Fund was drawn on in the past to cover deficits, so the surplus 
if now used to replace the fund, a few more successful years 
like 1917, will see this consummated, and the surplus con- 
verted into an Endowment Fund. 


Profit and Loss Account—The gross profit from operations 
at the Hospital was $23,307.51, or about 114% per cent on 
the net earnings. As 1916 operating expenses covered a 
period of thirteen months, it is not possible to make any com- 
parison with that year, but now that the Hospital Accounting 
System, based on correct earnings and expenditures, is firmly 
installed, you will be enabled to prove any statistical figures 
from your accounts in the future. 

I have, this year, thoroughly audited all the expenditures 
at the Hospital, and it is gratifying to be able to report that 
the records are free from errors, and that all disbursements 
are supported by vouchers duly authorized by the Superin- 
tendent and Treasurer, with detailed bills attached. I have 
tested the correctness of the earnings and found all additions 
and routine bookkeeping correct and in good order. The 
Treasurer’s accounts have been thoroughly checked, as usual, 
and the closing entries made both on the hospital books and 
those of the Treasurer. . 

In conclusion, I certify that the attached Balance Sheet 
and Profit and Loss Accounts of assets and liabilities and rev- 
enue and expenditure, in my opinion set forth the financial 
condition of the Corporation at September 30th, 1917, and 
the results of its operations for the past fiscal year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


October 12, 1917. 
To the Board of Directors, 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

GENTLEMEN: It is again my honor as Superintendent to 
submit to you the report of the Hospital for the fiscal year 
just closed. 

What stands out most prominently in the year is our in- 
creased prosperity. The average number of patients has 
distinctly increased, our collections have likewise increased 
while our expenditures have increased but they have not 
increased in the same proportion as our collections and there 
has therefore been a decrease in the per capita cost, and we 
can show an actual cash profit of $10,684. 36. 


FINANCES 


Our books show that during the year $189,741.45 have 
been collected and $179,057.09 have been expended for 
operating and corporation purposes, leaving a profit of 
$10,684.36, which has been transferred to the Sinking Fund. 
Last year this only amounted to $5,091.63. 

Besides this cash profit of $10,684.36, we have done free 
work at a cost of $13,752.30, so that the real profit for the 
year would be $24,436.66, while last year it was only 
$17,342.40.. This is an increase of 40 per cent. 

On the other hand, the amount of money due and uncol- 
lected has also increased and for this year is $10,953.40, 
which however is only 5 per cent of the amount to be collected. 

The report of three years ago sounded the first note of warn- 
ing relative to the increase in the cost of supplies especial- 
ly drugs. Two years ago this increased expense was more 
decidedly emphasized, while last year’s report gave detailed 
information regarding many supplies. This year we do not 
intend to go into any detailed statement along this line, 
except to say that increases in price of all articles have been 
continuous and marked. In purchasing supplies today the 
price cuts little figure, for conditions are such that.it is now 
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not a question of price but a question as to whether the goods 
can be obtained at all. 

Just what conditions in the purchasing department will 
develop during the coming year cannot of course be even sur- 
mised at this time. 


INTERNS 


We are again facing great difficulties in supplying interns 
to handle the necessary work in the hospital. Of the six 
interns whose terms expired in June, four entered the medical 
department of the United States Navy and two entered the 
Army. 

Of the six who took their places, we have two left, which 
is an inadequate number to carry on the work. In an at- 
tempt to arrange some scheme for covering this we have 
employed a graduate nurse to act as a clinical clerk. So far 
this has worked well and it looks as though this might be the 
solution of the intern problem. 

Another phase of this problem is the fact that next year 
both the University of California and Stanford University 
Medical Department will require students to have an intern- 
ship of one year before the degree of Doctor of Medicine is 
conferred upon them. 

Whether interns assigned to us for a year’s instruction by 
the Medical Colleges, under this provision, would satisfac- 
torily work into our organization cannot at this time be defi- 
nitely decided. It is believed, however, that this proposition 
should be thoroughly studied by the hospital authorities 
before any agreement is entered into by them with the Medi- 
cal Colleges. 


REPORTS 


The report of the Women’s Board, The Nurses’ Alumnae 
Association, The Friday Afternoon Club, The Diagnostic 
Section, The Canon Kip and Good Samaritan Missions and 
other activities will be found in other parts of this report and 
need no mention here. 

The report of the Resident Physician, giving a resumé of 
the meeting of the American Hospital Association which he 
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attended this year in Cleveland, Ohio, will be found very 
interesting. 
IMPROVEMENTS 


During the year we have been fortunate enough to sink a 
well which produces sufficient water for all our needs, thus 
saving about $250.00 per month. 

A fence has been built around part of the porch on the 
first floor of the Mills Building so that the porch can be used 
as a sleeping porch by the nurses. 

The fly screening of the entire building has been put in 
first class condition at a cost of about $1,000.00. 

An electrocardiograph costing, installed, about $2,000.00 
has been ordered and is expected to arrive shortly. 


THE FUTURE 


The building purchased from the Bancroft Estate by some 
of our good friends and given to the hospital has been lying 
idle and until recently no feasible plan for using it had been 
suggested. The hope now is to add another story and arrange 
the interior as a doctors’ office building. It is hoped that 
some way of financing this can be found as the plan has been 
carefully checked by a man thoroughly informed in such 
matters and pronounced a sound business investment. 

Besides offices and waiting rooms, there would also be on 
the first floor a hall that would hold about 200 people and 
would be very useful for many purposes. 

In this connection let me call to your attention the fact 
that many hospitals throughout the country are striving more 
and more to become something more than centers of curative 
medicine as they are today and in every way possible are 
trying to become centers of education along preventive med- 
icine lines for the general public. An assembly hall as con- 
templated would permit us to give lectures, demonstrations, 
etc., to the general public and make a start in this coming 
field of hospital activity. 

During the year we have considered the installation of 
a water softening system for the laundry water and boiler 
water. This would tend toward a great saving in both these 
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departments, but the high initial cost has held this up for 
the time being at least. 

Several other smaller propositions have been considered 
that we feel sure will soon be accomplished. 

It seems hopeless at this time to call to your attention a 
proposition that up to date we can sée no means of solving, 
and that is the need of many more beds for patients. Adding 
to what was said in last year’s report, it is interesting to note 
that all hospital authorities agree that if we become involved 
in the World War as extensively as England is today, the civil 
doctors will be so depleted that those remaining, in order to 
properly care for the sick civilians, will have to concentrate 
their practices in hospitals. Today between 400,000 and 
500,000 people are treated annually in hospitals in this coun- 
try. If this concentration in hospitals occurs, it is estimated 
that between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 will be treated annually. 

In this connection let me call to your attention the follow- 
ing facts about the available civilian hospital beds in this 
city. Outside of beds in Federal Hospitals, there are today 
about 2,207 beds in this city, or one bed for every 188 inhab- 
itants. It is well recognized that there should be one bed 
for every 100 inhabitants so that this city, instead of having 
2,207 beds available, should have at least 4,169 beds. 

The outlook for the coming year from the point of view 
of the hospital administrator can hardly be said to be bright. 
The daily average number of patients, on account of lack of 
bed facilities, can only be increased very slightly so that our 
monetary receipts can only increase slightly. The hospital 


expenses however, on the other hand, aresure to increase very 
materially. First, the increased cost of supplies. This in- 
crease was mitigated this year by some very advantageous 
contracts which have now run out. Second, the increased 
cost of labor is just beginning to be felt by us. Just how 
much more we will have to pay to get efficient employees 
is hard to say, but it will be sure to be decidedly felt. 
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CONCLUSION 


To the Board of Directors and Women’s Board I wish to 
express my appreciation of their cooperation and assistance 
which made the marked success and progress of the hospital 
possible. 

We wish also to express our thanks to the many friends who 
have given donations to the hospital. 

We are also deeply indebted to many membrs of the clergy 
who have ministered spiritually to many of the patients.

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REPORT OF THE RESIDENT PHYSICIAN 


LT'o the President and Board of Directors of 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

One year ago the Board of Directors of the Hospital decided 
to send one member from the Hospital Organization to the 
American Hospital Association each year. 

I hereby wish to submit my report of the American Hos- 
pital Association held in Cleveland, September 10th to 14th, 
1917. 

The meeting at Cleveland was a great success. It was ru- 
mored about the assembly hall by the oldtimers that it was 
probably one of the most successful meetings of the American 
Hospital Association ever held.’ Between seven and eight 
hundred members were registered. Papers were read along 
nearly all lines of hospital activities. Probably the greatest 
emphasis was laid upon such factors as come into play with 
reference to the great World War. 


HOSPITALS IN GENERAL 


It is estimated that, in the American hospitals, between 
four and five hundred thousand people are treated annually 
and that, owing to the depletion of the civil doctors for war, 
if we become involved in the World War as extensively as 
England and France, the remaining doctors will be compelled 
to concentrate their practices into hospitals until probably 
four or five million patients will be treated in the hospitals. 
It was urged that this matter be clearly brought before the 
Board of Directors that they may make plans for enlarging 
their hospitals either by permanent structures, by pavilion 
method, by tent arrangement, by roof garden, or in the open 
air, so that not too long a time would be necessary to make 
these changes if they were forced upon the hospital. It was 
also advised not to go hysterically into an extension of their 
present plants without seeing first just what was necessary. 


STANDARDIZATION 


There is a movement on foot of the American Hospital 
Association to standardize hospitals. This standardization 
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will include facilities for taking care of the sick, buildings, 
equipment, activities of the medical division, and character 
of the Nursing Staff, etc. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The Annual Report should probably be in two divisions: 
one which would be of special interest to the medical pro- 
fession, and the other which would be of interest to the lay 
population. 


ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 


The American Medical Association has recommended a 
system of accounting, which has been urged to be adopted by 
all hospitals in the Association, in order that a comparison 
can be made in different parts of the country as to the expense 
of maintaining the hospital, etc. 


NURSING DIVISION 


The War Department recommended that as many proba- 
tioners be filled in the hospital as possible, even to over- 
doing the matter, for probably many of the senior classes 
will be called before they have time to finish their three years. 
There are now thirteen thousand nurses in the Red Cross and 
they are signing them up at the rate of a thousand a month. 
They have taken the first quota, 26,000, but many think more 
svill be needed. The consensus of opinion from that depart- 
ment was to get as many nurses as can be gotten. Get ready 
for any emergency. Special nurses on duty in Cleveland 
work only 12 hours. The Johns Hopkins University Hos- 
pital handle the graduate nurse question by putting them on 
what they call the Visiting Staff. This, I believe, would 
be worthy of Miss Brown’s earnest consideration. The 
records on the night nurses’ charts are written in red ink, 
while the day nurses’ work is written in black. This seemed 
to me very striking and instructive. I suggest its adoption 
in this hospital, and, again, temperature and respiration should 
be plotted in curves and not written out in long hand as we 
are accustomed to have done. This method is obsolete and 
not used by the larger. hospitals. 
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FUTURE PLANS 


The American Hospital Association next year will probably 
be divided into sections and it is hoped that there will be a 
section for the Directors of the various hospitals and that 
each hospital will send a director to this section since it is 
almost impossible for superintendents to bring before the 
directors the real spirit and needs of the hospital. The 
educational value to the directors will be great if they will 
come into direct contact with the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation. It is a universal complaint of the superintendents 
that they cannot make their Boards of Trustees or Directors 
see their problems as they see them.

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REPORT OF THE PATHOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT 
ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL 


Board of Directors, 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

GENTLEMEN: The records of the work sent out from the 
Laboratory during the year ending October 30, 1917, have 
been grouped and summarized under the several heads seen 
below for convenience of examination of those interested. 

It is evident, from the number of these records, that this 
department has been called upon very frequently. This, 
no doubt, has been due primarily to the well recognized aid 
which Laboratory work is able to furnish in the diagnosis of 
disease, as well as assistance obtainable, in order to better 
watch the condition of patients from day to day while under 
hospital care. This fact, that physicians have so freely 
called upon this department to aid them in their work, is 
pointed to with no little pride. The confidence and support 
shown the Laboratory is thankfully appreciated. 

The policy has been to do as much as possible without 
charge to the patient. For example, no charge has been made 
for blood counts and routine urine analysis. It is notable, 
regarding these items in particular, that they are especially 
large in number. . There seems to be no doubt that this policy 
invites more work upon the Laboratory than could be hoped 
for, even if minimum charges were made. Therefore, this 
plan should continue, and as soon as possible be extended 
to include all Laboratory work by recognized service to the 
patient. To accomplish this, however, will require many 
more Laboratory workers, besides additional room and equip- 
ment, which of course means additional expense to carry 
out.

REPORT OF THE DIAGNOSTIC SECTION OF 
ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL CLINICAL CLUB 


To the President and Board of Directors 
of St. Luke’s Hospital. 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor of submitting herewith to 
you a report of the organization and work of the Diagnostic 
Section for the past year. 


ORGANIZATION 


The Diagnostic Section of St. Luke’s Hospital, organized 
October 13, 1915, to collectively examine referred cases, has 
progressed very satisfactorily in its second year. The busi- 
ness has increased more than 20 per cent. One hundred and 
five doctors have employed this means of diagnosticating 
their patients. 

A similar type of work has been undertaken by the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, by the Scripps Memorial Hospital, 
and for a time was practiced in the Mt. Zion Hospital of this 
city. 

Many changes have developed as to the manner of discuss- 
ing cases. We have changed the general scheme of the 
blackboards used for the discussions and many improvements 
have been made in the character of the report that we furnish 
the doctors. Many of the patients that we are examining 
come very late, as is shown by the fact that in our first one 
hundred cases, approximately 20 per cent arenow dead. This 
fact only emphasizes the idea that osteoarthritis, cirrhosis of 
the liver, arteriosclerosis, and similar diseases cannot be 
treated satisfactorily unless the condition is early recognized 
and treated. After the disease is well established, it is just 
as difficult to eradicate, as is tuberculosis in its last stages. 

We are feeling the pressure of the great War in our work. 
It has taken practically all of our interns and in their places 
we have had to train graduate nurses as technicians. Drs. 
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Foster, Tupper and McChesney have all been called to the 
colors. However, their work is being covered by other medi- 
cal men.

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SCHOOL OF NURSING 
REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION 


1. A complete high school education or its equivalent in 
a recognized school. 

2. Home training and influences fitted to form good moral 
character and to lay the foundation for the future work of 
the nurse. 

3. Good physical condition. Candidates are preferred be- 
tween twenty and thirty years of age, of strong physique and 
not under average weight and height. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


The work of nursing demands intelligence, good temper, 
an orderly habit of mind, thorough trustworthiness, and a 
willing spirit. No one should enter upon this work except 
with a strong sense of duty and a readiness to conform to the 
necessarily strict rules of discipline. The Superintendent of 
the Hospital and the Superintendent of the Training School 
decide as to the acceptance of candidates for the preliminary 
term. <A limited number only can be received. The declina- 
tion, therefore, of a candidate is no reflection on the individ- 
ual’s character. The reasons for declination are not given 
either to applicants for admission or to probationers on duty. 

Candidates should be vaccinated within the year previous 
to their coming to the Hospital. Their teeth should also be 
in good condition. 


UNDERGRADUATE STUDENTS 


Candidates if accepted are admitted twice a year and serve 
for a probationary period of six months; if satisfactory at the 
end of that time, they will sign an agreement to remain in the 
school for three years, and to conform to its rules and regula- 
tions. The right is reserved by the Hospital authorities to 
dismiss a pupil at any time for inefficiency, misconduct, neg- 
lect of duty, failure to pass examination, inability to develop 
qualities fitting the profession she desires to enter, or for any 
other reason that may seem to them adequate. 


VACATION 


As the weekly service at the present time is forty-eight hours 
the vacation may not be more than a week a year. 


SICKNESS 


All students are cared for gratuitously when ill and receive 
the professional services of the physician of the school. Time 
lost through illness or for any other reason must be made up. 
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EXAMINATIONS 


Examinations, written and oral, are held at stated periods, 
those upon special courses being conducted by the instructors 
at the close of.each course. They are both written and oral, 
and include practical tests. The standing of the pupil is 
based upon the general character of work throughout the year 
as well as the results of examinations. 


GRADUATION 


The diploma of the school is awarded to those who have 
completed satisfactorily the full term of three years, and have 
passed the final examinations. Nurses are then entitled to 
examination for registration in this State. 

As St. Luke’s Hospital is an institution under the auspices 
of the Episcopal Church, the management requires from the 
nurses that neither by word nor act shall any nurse assume any 
position or express any opinion antagonistic to the Church 
and its teachings. When their duties will permit, all nurses 
are expected to attend the services in the Chapel, unless ex- 
cused by the Superintendent of Nurses. 


THE COURSE OF INSTRUCTION 


The course of instruction is that arranged by the State 
Board of Health for accredited training schools. It covers 
a period of three years and includes practical demonstrations.

Together with all the appurtenances, tenements, and heredi- 
taments thereunto belonging or in any wise appertaining. To 
have and to hold the same unto the said corporation, its suc- 


cessors and assigns forever. 


Section 1313 of the Civil Code of this State provides that 
"No estate, real or personal, shall be bequeathed or devised 
to any charitable or benevolent society or corporation, or to 
any person or persons in trust for charitable uses, except the 
same be done by will duly executed at least thirty days before 
the decease of the testator; and if so made at least thirty 
days prior to such death, such devise and legacy, and each 
of them, shall be valid; provided, that no such devises or 
bequests shall collectively exceed one-third of the estate of 
the testator leaving legal heirs, and in such case a pro rata 
deduction from such devises or bequests shall be made, so as to 
reduce the aggregate thereof to one-third of such estate; and 
all disposition of property made contrary hereto shall be void, 
and go to the residuary legatee or devisee, next of kin, or heirs 
according to law.”’
